FIRST SESSION OF 17th 


By Ovi. Baril 

The Speech from _ the 
Throne which opened the 
first session of the 17th 
Alberta Legislature last 
Thursday afternoon contain- 
ed no world-shattering sur- 
prises but nevertheless out- 
lined five major areas in 
which Premier Lougheed 
has been saying that his 
government will deal with, 
Not earth-shattering but im- 
portant areas for all Alber- 
tans, 

Read by Lt.-Gov. J. W. 
Grant MacEwan, the speech 
outlined legislature on: 

(a) Protection of humar 
rights. 

(b) A study on the plight 
of senior citizens, 

(c) The preservation of 
the family farm, 

(d) More facilities and 
support for handicapped 
children, 

(e) Mental healthreforms 

The Alberta Bill of Rights, 
to be the paramount legisla- 
tion of the province will be 
introduced at the outset of 
the session, In addition, an 
Individual Rights Protection 
Act will be introduced to 
replace the former Human 
Rights Act. 

The Bill of Rights will 
protect the citizen from the 
encroachment of the state 
while the Individual Protec- 
tion Act is designed to pro- 
tect the individual from dis- 
crimination by other citi- 
zens, 

A bill called the Confi- 
dentiality of Public Docu- 
ments Act, designed to pre- 


vent the disclosure of a 
person’s private documents 
by the government without 
his consent; amendments to 
the Ombudsmen Act with an 
eye to making the ombuds~ 
men more independent from 
the government; and the re- 
peal of the Sexual Steriliza- 
tion Act, which was intended 
for convicted sex offenders, 
rounds out the proposed hu- 
man rights legislation, 
Senior citizens will have 
their medicare exemptions 
ratified at the session and 
an amendment will be made 
to the Highway Traffic Act 
whereby citizens over 70 
years of age will not be 


obliged to take annual dri- 


ver’s tests if they have a 
safe driving record and can 
provide the necessary health 
certificate, 

In the area of agriculture 
and the family farm, an 
Agricultural Development 
Act will be used to attack 
the problem of improving 
the strength of the family 
farm and the declining in- 
come level in agriculture, 
An agricultural development 
fund of $50 million in capi- 
tal to cover all areas of 
agricultural credit, with 
special programs aimed at 
the small farmer and the 
young farmer will be esta- 
blished, 

The new government will 
take immediate action onthe 
Alberta Mental Health study 
undertaken by Dr. W. P. N. 
Blair nearly three years 
ago, but the program to help 


handicapped children seems 
a bit fuzzy at the present 
time and no new legislation 
will be introduced in this 
area at this session, How- 
ever, “‘new directions in 
programs’’ will be presen- 
ted for consideration during 
the session, leaving one to 
believe that the Lougheed 
team is still a little unsure 
of itself in this area and 
wants to study the whole as- 
pect of the situation before 
taking positive action, 

The current session will 
also deal with the royalties 
question of the department 
of mines and minerals and 
will introduce a new Coal 
Conservation Act, The whole 
aspect of environmental 
controls will get plenty of 
attention while the Water 
Resources Act will stand 


to be revised. 

Other areas which will 
receive attention from Al- 
berta’s new Progressive 
Conservative government 
include: education, labor, 
cultural, foreign invest- 
ments, communal property, 
censorship, crop insurance 
etc, 

The Throne Speech made 
it clear the Conservative 
government will not hesitate 
to repeal what it feels are 
outdated laws or unnecess- 
ary statutes. 

Therefore, there we have 
an idea of the Lougheed 
Battle Plan, And it looks 
like the 49 member P,C, 
government, facing 25 Social 
Credit members onthe Opp- 
osition side plus one NDP 
member, will have its work 
cut out for the session ahead.

The Monster 
Is Stirring Again 


We're not impressed af all with the prospects of becoming 
a part of the City of Edmonton's proposed annexation 
plan and we are especially distressed with the concept 
of a ‘unitary government this proposal would bring about. 


Mayor Dent of Edmonton accused former city councils 
af ‘fumbling’ the annexation issue and instructed his 
aldermen last week to look at The Hanson Report, 1968, 
with definite determination to go ahead with the proposal. 


In brief, the proposal means that the City af Edmonton 
would extend its boundaries to include SN Albert and 
Namao to the North, Sherwood Park to the East of Bd- 
monton, Winterburn to the West and Silerslie to the 
South and everything in between. 


Now, that's quite a chunk of real estate. R means adding 
170 square miles to Edmonton's present 122 square mile 
area E all this goes through, that meams that Edmonton's 
new 292 square mile expanse would rival the City of New 
York which has a populstion of about & 2 million people 
living within 310 square miles. If ‘living space’ is what 
Mayor Dent is after, the annexation proposal will certainly 
give him that. 


The Hanson Line, compiled by U of Aeconomist Dr. E. J. 
Hamson in 1968 was approved by The City of Sdmonton in 
principle at the time, and ithas now been revived in such 
a way whereby Edmonton is getting the ‘political 
machinery’ in motion to get the ambitious plan underway. 


First step will be for the city to appear before the 
metropolitan affairs committee of the provincial cabinet 
and outline the case for annexation At which time, five 
aiditional recommendations will be made. These include: 


establish a green belt outward of the city’s new boundaries 
im which no further development would be permitted. 


We expect that much water will flow umtierthe provertial 
bridge before such an ambitious plan becomes a reality. 
We think so because there are so many questions which 
the Hanson Report fails to answer. The first one which 
comes to mind is, “are we prepared to lose our autonomy 
plus our identity?’’ We cannot see where a unitary form 
af government would be an asset to residents af SR. Albert 
or of any of the other self-comtained centres involved in 
this empire-building scheme. 


Mayor Ray Gibbon of our town appears to have the right 
attitude when hesaid , “itis motaforegome conclusion that 
we're goime to combine.” He admits thai he’s met with 
officials from the other cemtres involved and is looking 
forward to more meetings with electeddignitaries repre- 
senting Sturgeon, Parkland and Strathcona We're pleased 
that our elected representatives aren*t being bamboozled 
by our ‘empire builders” to the south af us.

Now that you have all the 
earth spread and levelled 
over your lot, have the con- 
crete walks, patio, garage 
pad and driveway poured, If 
you cannot afford it all, then 
do the two real essentials 
first. These are the side- 
walks and the patio, Do your- 
self and your family a real 
favor and don’t try to save on 
18 inch width sidewalks. 
They look horrible! Twenty 
four inch walks are less 
horrible, whilst 36’’ to 40’ 
width walks will give the 
whole property an air of 
graciousness and space, at 
very little extra cost, Keep 
the top of the forms flush 
with the level of the topsoil. 
Don’t let any conr ‘ete men 
kid you about putting the 
forms up above the ground 
level, If they start this sort 
of thing, it is only because 
they don’t wish to go to the 
time and trouble of a little 
extra excavation with asho- 
vel. With grass and concrete 
level, mowing the lawnis a 
snip, and the lawn mower 
will glide over grass and 
concrete with no obstruc- 
tions. 

Before you sow grass, 
make up the borders around 
the front, side and rear of 
the house, three foot to four 
foot width. These are the 
areas which will be planted 
with shrubbery and flowers 
and are known as the “‘Foun- 
dation Planting.’’

for Elk Island 


Large numbers of moose 
and elk will have to be 
removed. from Elk Island 
National Park this winter 
to ensure the available car- 
rying capacity is not ex- 
ceeded, the National Parks 
Service reported recently. 

According to a recent 
study carried out in the 
Park there is a surplus of 
about 165 moose and 175 
elk which could endanger 
the survival chances of the 
totai number if over utiliza- 
tion were allowed to develop, 

The reduction will leave 
about 300 moose and 250 
elk in the Park along with 
the 400 Plains Bison on the 
range, 

Park Wardens will start 
Slaughtering the moose 
immediately with the meat 
and hides to be distributed 
to Indian bands throughout 
the province by the Indian 
Affairs Branch, according 
to RP. Malis, Western 
Regional Director of Na- 
tional and Historic Parks, 

However, attempts willbe 
made to capture the elk live 
when suitable net traps arr- 
ive from the supplier. This 
move is in response to re- 
quests from the Province of 
Alberta which intends to 
transplant the animals to

the animals. These studies 
will help lead to a long 


range management program © 


for tne Park, Mr. Malis 
said, 

The 26 square mile ‘‘Iso- 
lation Area’’ of the 76 square 
mile Park constitutes some 
Special game management 
problems and has to becon- 
sidered separately, Mr. 
Malis said. The area is 
reserved for a herd of 33 
Wood Bison, the only known 
purebred examples of the 
Sub-species, which are kept 
there for scientific study and 
to avoid cross-breeding with 
the Plains Bison in the nor- 
thern section of the Park 
divided by Highway 16, 

The study recommends 
that as many deer as poss- 
ible be eliminated from this 
area to avoid their potential 
for carrying ungulate dis- 
eases to the Wood Bison,

If we harvest irrationally 
without care we willdestroy 
not only the forest environ- 
ment, but the renewability 
of the timber resource as 
well, 

The harvesting method 
most damaging to the en= 
vironment is the practice 
of clear-cutting of large 
areas, often more than a 
square mile in size, This 
method becomes especially 
destructive, if it is follow- 
ed up by slash removal me= 
thods which destroy remain= 
ing plant-life and disturb 
the root-work underground 
which took centuries to 
grow, and which are the 
only things left to hold the 
soil in place against eroe 
sion, 

Clear-cutting methods 
are presently being used by 
timber operators for econo- 
mic reasons, Some of the 
new treesharvesting mache 
ines can de-branch, fell, 
and store a tree in a log- 
pile faster than most woods= 
men could start a chain- 
saw, But the machines re= 
quire ‘elbow room’’ to 
operate, and are costly to 
move from place to place, 
They therefore cut every- 
thing that is either usable 
timber or gets into the way. 
Any balance of smaller trees 
and bush is soon run over 
by the machinery, or buried 
under piles of slash, Slash 
consists of branches, short

After harvesting, the area 
looks as if it were hit by 
an atomic blast or some 
sort of terrible natural dis- 
aster. Twisted slash covers 
the entire area to an aver- 
age of one foot thickness 
of solid wood, 

Timber operators in Al- 


berta are required to replace 


harvested timber through 
reforestation programs, 
For companies which use 
clear-cutting methods this 
is an impossible task as 
long as the slash remains on 
the ground, since even walk- 
ing over it is extremely 
difficult, 

The slash would be no 
considerable problem, if it 
would rot as fast as it does 
in a natural forest environ- 
ment, However, with this 
environment gone, fungi and 
bacteria necessary for de- 
composition of slash, no lon- 
ger have the required shade 
and humidity that is necess- 
ary for their successful sur- 
vival, As a consequence the 
slash starts to dry out, and 
becomes a fire-hazard, and 
would probably lie around 
for centuries, or at least 
until sufficient natural 
growth has regrown to pro= 
vide the required environ- 
ment for decomposition,

This could either take too 
long, or could not happen at 
all 


The slash must therefore 
be at least partially remove 
ed by man, before any 
attempt at reforestation can 
be made, So to overcome 
one machinery caused pro- 
blem, other machinery is 
brought in, Two methods for 
slash removal have thus far 
been used in Alberta cleare 
cut areas, 

Methods of slash removal 
and damage done to the en- 
vironment by these methods 
will be described in the 
next article.

For two more years La- 
combe was the moving spirit 
behind other accomplish- 
ments in the new mission, 
It was at this time that he 
was transferred out of St, 
Albert, 

Vital Grandin, OMI, took 
up residence in St, Albert in 
1868. He is credited with 
great courage and stamina 
in his efforts within the 
mission during the dreaded 
smallpox plague of 1870, 
His efforts to help the fam- 
ilies of the community were 
tireless in spite of his own 
ailing health, Grandin was 
named bishop of St, Albert, 
then the headquarters of the 
Catholic church in what is 
now known as Alberta, in 
1871, 

Father Alphonse Jan, OMI 
was responsib'e for the 
renovation of the church 
crypt in the St, Albert Cath- 
olic Church, which holds the 
remains of both Lacombe 
and Grandin, This renova- 
tion began in 1926 and was 
the prelude to the opening 
of the Lacombe Museum and 
the unveiling of the bronze
